Sherbrooke, Que., Aug. 21.—Applica­ 
tion for a writ of habeas corpus re­ 
quiring the presence of Harry 
K. 
Thaw, slayer of Stanford White, who 
escaped from Matteawap, la the su­ 
perior court ut Sherbrooke, was grant­ 
ed by Judge Globensky. 
There woe no procedure 
in 
open 
court. Thaw 's lawyers, led by Charles 
D. White, submitted the petition to the 
court in private, which thou announced 
that ii had been granted, They con­ 
tended that he has bpen detained ille­ 
gally hod that through habeas corpus 
proceedings be should be set free at 
once. 
Meantime In the court room a rest­ 
less crowd craned necks and perspir­ 
ed, only to depart in chagrin when the 
newt spread that Thaw would not ap­ 
pear. 
This move, regarded at first as a 
formality to brlug Thaw into court 
after his arrest as a fugitive from Mat­ 
taw a n , was subsequently explained 
by his counsel as being more signifi­ 
can t 
0 
Sheriff Hornbeck, of Dutchess coun­ 
ty, N. Y., where Matteawan is located, 
reached Sherbrooke, armed with the 
warrant issued in Poughkeepsie, charg­ 
ing Thaw with 
conspiring with his 
keeper, Barnum, and five other men to 
obtain Thaw's release. 
The sheriff 
said he would bide his time until the 
court had taken action. 
A man, giving the name of “Mitchell 
Thompson,'’ and believed to be the 
Roger Thompson Implicated in Harry 
Thaw's escape, was arrested while 
loitering about the court house. He 
was taken into custody by Dominion 
Immigration officers. He is described 
as one of the two men with Thaw 
when he was arrested near Coaticook. 
The presence in Sherbrooke of the 
most spectacular aud sesational pris­ 
oner in the world made it a gala occa­ 
sion. Not one of the provincial lairs 
which are being held throughout east­ 
ern Canada al this time could vie with 
Thaw as an attraction. 
Great crowds came into Sherbrooke 
from the surrounding country. Fami­ 
lies gathered about the Jail, hoping to 
get a glimpse of the notorious pris­ 
oner if he was taken to the court 
house. Some tam e a distance of IOO 
miles to see Thaw. 
The street on 
which the Jail la located was Jammed. 
This attention tickled Harry Thaw Im­ 
mensely. 
Sentiment In Sherbrooke is distinct­ 
ly In Thaw's favor. 
A great crowd 
which greeted him st the station when 
he arrived from Coaticook shouted: 
“Let him go! Set him free! He hasn’t 
done anything to us! 
Give him a 
chance:'’ 
There 
were, 
by 
count, 
eighteen women in the court room. 
They were well dressed, well manner­ 
ed and quiet. 
The question of Insanity was not 
embodied in the commitment which 
brings Thaw before the immigration 
authorities. He is held merely as a 
fugitive from the "penitentiary at Mat­ 
teawan,” where ho was confined on “a 
criminal charge” for life. 
Thaw himself was quick to see the 
chance for fighting deportation upon 
such grounds, for at Matteawan he 
was charged with nothing, being held 
as a lunatic ai quitted of the “White 
murder.” Along such lines it was ex­ 
pected his lawyers would seek to bar 
deportation to New York state. 
The 
immigration 
officials, it was 
said, were aware of this loop hole in 
tho commitment, and were considering 
the 
advisability 
of 
changing 
the 
charge. However, should they deport 
him simply as an undeairahle allen- a 
lunatic—It might mean his entering 
the United States through some state 
other than New York, and this would 
invoke protracted extradition proceed­ 
ings within that state, the outcome of 
which would be doubtful.

S ecretary McAdoo says the govern 
ment ex p erts that, by making the de­ 
posits in national hanks in the chief 
cities, the funds will be used In good 
faith for relieving stringency and not 
for fcperularivr purposes and will be 
distributed to sm aller banks at moder 
ate and reasonable interest. Deposits 
will be placed only with banks which 
have 40 per cent of their possible cir 
culatlon of national bank notes out 
standing.

W ashington, Aug 21. — Secretary 
Daniels has directed the punishm ent 
of the sailors of the Pacific reserve 
fleet who participated In the d estru c­ 
tion of th e Industrial W orkers of the 
World and Socialists' property in S e at­ 
tle. Wash., on July IT Ii, lf they can 
be Identified, though he severely con­ 
dem ned th e .civilians who abused the 
sailors and th e American flak. ' 
The s e c re ta ry ’s action was basad on 
a report by a board of investigation, 
h e a d e d by C om m ander Thom as "Wfisft* 
ington. T he board found th at for aofne 
tim e before the rioting at S eattle th ere 
had been atta c k s upon the fUg. the 
governm ent, and part icul arly upon Ihe 
a r m y and n a v y in the Pacific seaport 
cities by people 
calling them selves 
m em bers of th e Industrial W orkers of 
the World, and to Rome extent by so­ 
called Socialists. The civil authorities, 
th e report said, allowed speakers to 
harangue 
crow ds and engender ill- 
feeling, resulting in th e attack upon 
t h e so ldie rs and tw o sailors on Inly IT 
This led to the burning and destruc­ 
tion of property the following night. 
The hoard placed direct responsi­ 
b l y for the action of the crowd led 
by civilians and Including only a small 
proportion of enlisted men, upon the 
failure of th e pol ic e force to prevent 
the destruction of property because 
of their sy m p ath y with the purposes of 
the crowd. 
F urtherm ore, the hoard 
expresseq 
the opinion that the rioting was at 
H Buriable to general sentim ent again** 
the Industrial W orkers of the World 
and the criticism of the press, and 
that the presence of enlisted men was 
made to serve Ihe purpose of accum 
plishlng an end which the better ele­ 
ment of people desired and the press 
en* ouraged. 
In passing upon this report, which 
was tran sm itted by Rear Admiral Rey­ 
nolds, S ecre tary Daniels declare! that 
while th e co n d u it of those- who de 
noun* cd and assaulted soldiers was 
rims* reprehensible and deserving of 
condem nation, “ their violent language, 
unprovoked 
assault on soldiers and 
lawlessness does not justify retaliation 
In kind ’’ 
T he secretary recalled his statem en t 
In a speech In Seattle that obedience 
to au thorities and respect for th e flag 
m ust precede any reform s. 
He ex­ 
pressed regret that the sailors had 
perm itted them selves to forget their 
duty to uphold the law which they 
had sworn to uphold, and added that 
their conduct in Seattle was against 
the naval regulations and could not be 
condoned 
or 
allowed to go without 
punishm ent. 
So far Is known none of th ° sail 
ors participating in the affair have 
been Identified.
